
Former Cuban Ambassador Arroyo, accompanied by Capfc. ?4anuel 
E. Giberga, former Chief of Naval Intelligence of Cuba, called upon roc 
on the afternoon of September 2?th and stated that they had come to bring 
u.e up to date on the Cuban situation and to make a request that his report 
would be taken to the level of the Secretary of Defense, Mr. Clyde V. 
Elliott was also present during the conversation. 

Former Ambassador Arroyo stated that Evilio Duque, Head of 
the Rebel Groups now fighting against Castro in Cuba, liad visited him 
two days prior to our conversation. He stated that he had been in close 
contact with Duque for a long period of time and has been assisting him 
in every way possible. He also stated that Marcelino Garcia is second 
in command of this Rebel movement. He endorsed Garcia very highly 
and stated that Garcia had worked for him for a period of time before 
he became Ambassador from Cuba to the U. S. Arroyo seemed to have 
great confidence in Garcia and said that Garcia is really the * brains 1 ’ 
of the Rebel movement in Cuba at this time. Arroyo went on to state 
as follows: 


{a> That Evilio Duque is operating in the Escarr bray Mountains 
at the present time and. has been doing considerable damage to Castro’s 
formations by sabotage and ambushes but that his operations were 
greatly reduced because of the lack of explosives, arms, and ammunition. 

<b) That the Rebel movement in Cuba is now formed into four 
groups and have a relationship under the leadership of Evilio Duque 
similar to a "Confederation 15 . 

(c) That the Rebel leaders in Cuba, upon his advice, have now 
decided that Castro must be overthrown at the earliest time by the 
Cubans themselves operating within Cuba. 

{d} That Rebel leaders want no relationship with any of the Cuban 
political groups now in exile m the United States. He was particularly 
bitter in his denouncement of Verona, who is now the Head of the 
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Revolutionary Council m Miami, saying taat in the 4 j years mat veroua 
had been an adult strong ct: nigh to fight that he had never participated 
ia any of the Revolutions in Cuba within that period time. ile also 
expressed hi* feeling that Verona ie probably the meat unpopular man 
that could of been chosen to head any political group, particularly among 
the Cubans remaining in Cuba. 

(e) That E villa Duque now has three snipe under his control ana 
can move arms, ammunition, and supplies to groups into Cuba is they 
are made available. 

(f) That the entire tinder grouac rswemeiA has now beer, comede rated 
into four groups, under the general leadership ot Evilio tuque. 

(g) xhat the attitude of the peasants has racuuaiiy changed within 
the past few months and that they are giving considerable support to the 
Rebel groups because of their hatred tor Castro and Ms leadership, ne 
claimed that only 15% of the Cubans would really su. port Castro ia case 
of a showdown and that approximately 41 v« were sitting on the fence wait- 
ing to see whether or not any operation could be successful against Castro 
and his forces. It is his belief that if there was the slightest chance for 
the Rebel movement to succeed, this 4bty» of the people would immediately 
support the Rebel groups. 

(h) That there are many men wso want to join the Rebel groups 
but cannot because of the shortage of arms, ammunition, ann explosives. 

Be emphasised the fact that the Rebels would as is tor no aid of any kind 
except arms, ammunition, and supplies sufficient to enable them to over- 
throw Castro. 

(i) That food shortages have became critics, and people have to 
stand in line for hours to get the few supplies that are available and the 
general public is becoming more disgusted with the Castro regime day by 

day, 

(j) T hat the Cuban Army Emblem prior to t astro was a rouua 
patch worn on the sleeves *> l the uniform and pamte: on various types 

at equipment. This patch was red with a white star, castro has now suu- 
stituted the hammer and sxccle for the white star or-, the old Cuban shoulder 

patch.
